As the end of the year approaches, we wanted to take this opportunity to thank you for being a champion of the 
Escalante River Watershed Partnership and our efforts to restore and protect the Escalante River. With support 
from people like you, we are making great strides towards improving the habitat of the river, understanding the 
science of the watershed, and training young people to steward and care about the unique landscape of 
southern Utah. 



In 2017, we treated over 750 acres of invasive 
Russian olive on public and private lands, meaning 
we’re nearing completion of our goal with just 
over 89 stream miles of the total 90 miles restored 
of the Escalante River. We also worked with and 
trained over 80 conservation corps crew members 
ranging from 18-26 years-old in addition to one 
Hopi youth crew ranging from 15-18 years-old, 
and worked with over 50 volunteers from all over 
the U.S. on riparian restoration within the 
Escalante Watershed. Additionally, through our 
outreach, watershed residents within the local 
communities created partnerships for restoration 
on private land. 

All told, we had an incredibly productive year - but our work is not yet done. In 2018, we plan to make the 
final push of restoring the remaining stream and tributary miles of the Escalante Watershed working in areas 
such as Harris Wash, Above The Gulch along the main stem of the Escalante River, and on private lands 




within the Escalante community. Through our woody invasive treatments work and other targeted riparian 
habitat projects, we are restoring the Escalante Watershed to more historical, healthy conditions, creating better 
habitat for fish and other wildlife while also benefiting the needs of recreationists and local communities.
